A. Tide-Over

OON you will be busy with your

The Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


One hundred per cent increase 
in home vegetable garden area. 
That’s the estimate which Bill 
Cole nrade the other day for Mas- 
sachusetts. and from my observa- 
tion I’d say he is mighty close to 
correct. 

You notice we-say "area’’ and 
not number of gardens. A lot 97 
the old-timers this year increasec 
their gardens and of course there 
were eRe new ones. ' 


Well, if we had 100 per cent 
increase in garden area this year, 
you can bet your sweet life we’re 
going to have considerable .nore 
next year, because home gardeng 
will be even more important. 
Those of you who had home gar- 
dens this year know that certain 
types of fertilizer were difficult to 
get. , 

Well, really what I’m driving 
at is that as we go along now we 
should be making plans for next 
year’s garden. In other words, 
save all vegetable waste and make 
it into a compost pile. As you 
know, organic matter improves 
the physical condition of the soil. 
It makes the soi] work much more 
easily and furnishes a good place 
for the growth of desirable soil 
bacteria and of course makes food 
for growing plants. They had 
compost piles, you know, before 
they ever thought of commercial 
fertilver, 

According to A. B. Beaumont— 
he is the soil conservation author- 
ity at the State College — con:- 
post if properly mede is as guod 
or better than stable manure. Bc- 
fore I give you hia methol for 
making compost let me put in 
this statement in favor of lime. 
Lime ia dirt cheap a= compared 
with commercial fertiizer, an 
you can apply # any time— 
spring, summer or fall. Lime you 
know likewise puts your soil in 
better physidal condition and helps 
release some of the plant food 
which is now in a atate where 
plants cannot take it up. If you 
have treuble getting beets to 
row, yeur garden needs lime. 

Well, here’s how Beaumont says 
to build a compost heap. Save 
waste products 
from the garden, spoiled fruit, 
weeds, Jeaves, lawn clippings and 
even kitehen garbage. Select a 
level spot in some out of the way 
place for your compost heap. Four 
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or five inches of the waste me 
tetial shculd form the bottom of 
the pile. Sprinkle op an inch or' 
two of loam and, then a thin layer 
of commercial fertilizer such as 
a 5-8-7 if you have it. A 5-8-7, 
in other words, ordinary garden 
fertiziler is fairly easy to obtain. 
Add water until-the mars is 
thoroughly saturated but not 
running. Repeat this process un- 
til the compost heap is from two 
to four feet high and have the top 
flat or slightly dished to absorb 
rainfall. About once in four or 
five months you. should 
over your compost’ heap. 
Beaumont gays that manure, eat 
pecially poultry manure, may be' 
substituted for the fertilizer, but 
must be used in much larger quan- 
tities. Unless you do have fer- 
tilizer or manure ‘your compost 
takes much longer to decompose. 
The same goes for soil; it adds 
bacteria which aids in decompos- 
ing the waste producte.
